GOOD NEWS!! 

I verily believe that the “xp” is at hand! For many, 
many yeers, I have constantly said that, as long as the paper 
money stood, there could be no hops of seeing the liberiy and 
the happiness of the people restored. Major Carrwricur used 
to remonstrate with ine about my bestowing so much of my 
time, and,as he used to call it, of my talent, in writing about the 
paper money, and the debt, and those reptiles, the fundholders, 
as he us‘d to call then; when my time would be so much 
better employed in endeavoring to urge on the cause of par- 
liamentary reform. Upon one occasion he urged our friend, 
Mr. Watker, to interfere with me, and to convince me, if 
possible, that, though I was perfvetly right in my paper mo- 
ney doctrines, yel, that success in those endeavors would be 
of no use whatever to the people, unless there were, first, a 
parliamentary reform. My answer to Mr. Waker was, that 
the converse of the proposition was true; that evena reform of 
the Parliament could be of no real use to the people, unless 


preceded by, or coming in company with, a blowing up of the | 


paper money system. ‘The Major did not live to see the re. 
form, suchas it was: if he had lived to see these two sessions 
of a re‘ormed Parliament, he would have been quite satisfied 
of the correctness of my opinion. We have got the “ rerorM ;” 
but, the pension list, the sinecure list, the four hundred and 
fifty generals, the two hundred admirals, the thundering 
standing army in the time of peace, the cormorant deadweight, 
the Hanoverian deadweight, the Six Acts, the new penal laws, 
Srurces Bovane's bills, transportation for poaching, the 
miliary and naval half-pay to parsons; all these, and all the 
other burdens and abuses, remain in full vigor, though the 
Parliament has been what is called “rerormev.” One of 


the things which we wanted reform for was, to enaovle the | 


people to choose representatives not living upon the taxes ; 


and the people have chosen a House containing more tax. | 


eaters, I believe, than any boroughmonger Parliament that 
was ever called together. This is, indeed, great folly or base- 
ness, on the part of the peuple. ‘There would be sense enough 


in choosing for members those who are at the heads of the 


several departinents ; but they have had the baseness to choose | 
great numbers who have not the smallest pretensiuns to any | 


knowledge of public affairs; and yet, who are living on the 


taxes. Such people have no right to petition to have taxes | 


taken off: they are a set of fools, or selfish knaves, whose 
grumblings ought to be treated with contempt. However, it 
is quite useless for us to rail. Thus it will be as long as the 


paper money shall continue. The debt, or the Bank, or the | 


paper money, all being one and the same thing, which we 


will call the paper money ; this monster, and the monster of | 
boroughinongering, were hatched and brought forth at the | 


same tine: they are ¢win-devils; if not absolutely fustened 
on to one another, depend upon each other for existence. One 


eannot live long without the other. Both were invented for | 


the purpose of upholding tne cuurcs ; or rather, for the pur- 


pose of preserving to the aristocracy the advowsons, the col- | 
lege estates, the bishops’ sees, the abbey lands, the lands of | 


the chantries, schools, and hospitals, upon all which they laid 
their Protestant godly hands at the time of the ** Prorestant 
Rerormation.” This was the triple alliance, invented by 
Bishop Burnert, and created by the Whigs of the revolution 
of 1688. Boroughmongering has got a blow, and that is all ; 
the ehurch has just been begun upon; but neither will come 


down, until the paper money (the most potent of the triple — 


knot) shall get a good sousing stroke. Stroke after stroke it 
has had; but there wants a heavier one yet; and until it gets 
that blow, that final and prostrating blow, no real relief can 
come to this nation. Men wonder how it is that a reformed 
Parliament should contain only five men to vote against send- 
ing millions of English money to Hanover, at the rate of pretty 
nearly a hundred thousand pounds a year. Men wonder at 
this, because they do not reflect on the powers of paper money, 
and on the various ways in which it affects and perverts the 
minds of men. Boroughmongering would have been very 
little harm, had it not been for paper money ; and, as we see 
jts destruction produces very little good, if any, the paper 
money being still in existence. Indeed, it is not destroyed ; 
boroughmongering is destroyed only in name ; and destroyed 
4 cannot be as long as the paper money shall remain. This 


| being the case, I naturally hear with joy of every thing that 
| tends to the destruction of the paper money; and this 
‘brings me to the “GOOD NEWS,” which words I have 
| placed at tho head of this article; and which good 
‘news is as follows. {Here follows a long paragraphie 

statement of financial news from America.] Such is 
the “GOOD NEWS,” which I, with pleasure that I can- 

not express, communicate to the readers of the Register.

‘The [resident is not a man to be 
wheedled from his resolution by a set of soft tongued 
vagabonds with pens stuck behind their ears. If my readers 
were made acquainted (and they all shall soon be) with the 
history of the life of this famous man ; nay, with only a fif- 
ticth part of the wonderful acts of that life, they would laugh 
to scorn the idea of his being diverted from any settled reso- 
lution of his mind. Wasmivcron was a mere baby, compared 
with Jacxson : his deeds shrink into nothing, when placed he. 
fore those of his present successor. Werttincron! oh graci- 
ous God! One day of the real feats of Jackson snfpasses all 
the congregated and fabulous performances of the life of 
Weuuneton. This hambugged nation has never been told the 
‘truth. Every thing necessary for it to know for its own 
well being, is kept from it by that base hireling press, which 
has teen its curse for so many years. And, at this very 
moment, the important intelligence from the United States,.as 
| either smothered or totally disfigured by that press; and the 
| people of England are actually believing, that the President 
|isasort of a harumscaruin fellow, under the guidance of 
mere passion, and that he will be obliged either to give up 
his measures, or give up his office. To make head against 
the delusion of so infernal a political machine is next te 
impossible ; it must go on spreading its delusions; and those 
who have the folly or baseness, or both, to be deluded by 
it, must, and ought to, suffer for that folly and baseness.

ten to a friend in England, expressing his intention to return 
to his beloved native land, to his allegiance to his natural 
| sovereign; though he citizenized himself seventeen years ago; 
_and, as I have heard, really quarrelled with some Englishmen 
' (I forget whom) because he would not do the same: let me re- 
late that I have heard that this very man intends to return fo 

England with all convenient speed ; saying, that his own deat 

native country is advancing in civilization, and that the United 
, States are retrograding ; and that d—d old scoundrel, Jackson, 
has destroyed the constitution, and broken up the credit of the 
/country, and has severed, with his Goth-like sword, all the 

ligaments of civil society, of social order, and of regular gov- 
| ernment.” In justice to the much-censured Presideat, 1 think

The bill from the House of Representatives, making appro- 
priations for the army for the year 1834, was amended in 
Committee ef the Whole, by adding an appropriation of 
$2,000 as a compensation to the Michigan militia, engaged 
in the late Indiana war,and $700 to the Lndiana militia. The 
bill for the preservation and repairs of the Cumbe:land road 
was pissed. Mr. Clayton, from the Judiciary Committee, 


reported a bill to authorize the United States Courts in sen- 


tencing convicts in the State Penitentiaries, to order that 


| they shall be treated as other prisoners in these institutions. 


The bill was read twice. The bill for granting land to the 
Polish Exiles was taken up, discussed, amended so as to allow 
five hundred acres to each settler, and ordered to be engrossed 
for a third reading. 

HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES
